AF of the ſecond Seſſzox of Our firſt Par- 
liament, It is Statuted, that none be allowed to Teach any Schooles, or to be Pedagognes to Children, or Chaplains in any Fa- 
mily, without a Licence from the reſpeitive Ordinaries: And that by the 6th. 4. Of Our third and current Parliament, All ſuch 
Pdags wes, School-maſters and Chaplains, are appointed to ſwear and Sign the Teſt, wnder the certification therein contained: As 
alſc, by Our Royal Proclamation, of the date at Edinburgh, the firſt of Aurch 1676. We did Require and Command , That 
none thereafter ſhould intertain ary School:maſter, Pedagogue or Chaplain, or Perſon for perſorming Family-worſhip, who have not a 
Licence for that effe®, under the hand of the Biſhop of the ReſpeFive Dioceſſe under the penalties therein expreſl, And now being in- 
fbrmed, that ſome to elude the Laws, and Proclamotions forefaids, do intertain ditaffected and irregular Perſons, for Teaching 
their Children, and overſeeing of their Learning, Manners and Education, or Exerciſing Family-worſhip intheir Houſes, under 
- other Names and Deſignations, as of Phyſicians, Fators, Chamberlains, Attendants) or Ordinary Servants, whoſe influence in 
corrapting the youth, and debauchiug of Families from their Duty to G O D, and to Us, is moſt apparent, and of very pernicious
